Long years of co-operation have, 
however, brought about a very 
close understanding with the 
Union, until to-day rallways, posts 
and telegraphs, airways, police and 
most administrative affairs of the 
territory are incorporated into the 
framework of South Africa. 

This point is of particular im- 
portance to remember in view of 
recent developments. It may be 
used either to misconstrue or to 
understand the whole posttion 
to-day. 


IN 19238 even the Ger- 

man Government was 

agreed that the future 
of South-west Africn was 50 
obviously bonded with that of . 
the Unton that it went so far as 
to urge German nationals to adgpt 
Union or British nationality; and 
this step was followed by a whole- 
sale naturalisation which absorbed 
all but some 250 Germans into the 
Union, 

On tho other hand, though the 
people of South Africa realisc now, 
as well as Germany did then, that 
this territory and its people could 
bo governed no more happily than 
by administration as a fifth pro- 
vince of the Unton (that is under 
the same administration as Cape 
Province, Natal, Orange Free State 
and Transvaal), the Union Gov- 
ernment has always been most 
scrupulous with {ts exercise of the 
mandate. . : : 

‘So much for that side of the pic- 


say that, given the opportunity to 
vote for the ‘future of thelr 
country, fewer than 6,000 would 
vote in favour of a return to Ger- 
many. The other 360,000. would - 
most: surely welcome a “future 
under Unton Govemment. ~

by the growth of Nazism in Ger- 
many, until the present day when

Two official organisations exist 
for the furtherance of the German 
idea—the Deutsche Sudwest Bund, 
under the leadership of Dr. Hirse- 
korn, and which stands for the 
future of South-west African Ger- 
mans (or German Coloniat claims), 
and the Pathfinder organisation 
for German youth, 


DR. HIRSEKORN 1s a 

* member of both Advisors 
2 Council and, Legisia- , 
tive Assembly, and therefore vir- 
tually Headman of the German 
nationals as well as head of the 
Bund which stands for thelr 

claims. 

He !s Hitler's right-hand man in 


‘south-west Africa, oMclally active 


or not. With him, in more direct 
contact with Germany, fs the re- 
cently appointed Consul General 
at Windhoek, Dr. Lierau, who will - 
be remembered for his activities in 
Sudetenland. 

Under these two men, therefore, 
it may be assumed that the 5,000 . 
minority in this territory of over 
318,000 square miles will continue 
to sing the pralsca of Hitler, and to 
talk of his colonial claims. 

And of what value is the minor- 
ity to Germany? Nothing more 
than the thin edge of a wedge, for 
Germany, by her system of barter, 
has the fullest access to raw mate- 
rials from South-west Africa. Un- 
touched by propaganda those Ger- 
mans would be perfectly content.

Each of them Js ready to 
fight to preserve what he valucs 
in England, though naturally they 
cannot gree on preservation 
values. .

The Liberal 
thinks very, fitte worth preserving 
exerpt Liberalism— and that Js dead 
nirendy, glowing with the  phos- 
phorescence of deeny. 

I hope the young gentlemen who 
wrote this book so nicely will forgive 
me, If T say that they are a bil lal-di- 
dah. They tend to show off, But they

The lectures, of course, are uncqual 
fn merit. Lord Snell spenks with 
vpreat dignity and restraint-on Rival 
ddevlogics tn) Theory and Practice. 
He belleves, very’ soberly, that 
democracy will survive: "Ecclesiastes 
aiid many centuries ago that ‘the 
clouds return after the rain‘; ‘put I 
say to you In the dark days in which 
we nre living, that the clouds will pass, 
and the sun will renew the Hfe of the 
world.” This‘is admirable. 

Next, Wickham Steed discusses A 
New Technique of Conquest, and tells 
his story of Fascist horror and aggres- 
sion. He repeats former recitals on 
the same theme admirnbdly. 

Then General Temperiey explains 
Danger Spots in Europe, and leads up 
to Genevieve Tabouls, who laments on 
The Confusion of Western Democracy. 
Why anyone listens any longer to this 
lndy I cannot ‘conceive. She makes 50 
many prophecies, and foretelis so much 
disaster that sometimes one of her 
tales comes true. It could not happen 
otherwise. She has forecast everything 
in turn. So she cannot always be 
wrong. tate 

The Inst two lectures, The New Dark 
Ages, by R. H. S. Crossman, and When 
and How a Renglssance, by Herbert 
Morrison, are by far the best pieces in 
the book. They are worth $3, for thelr

Peace prize of $50,000 was announced by Dominican officials, 


Public And Private 
Schools In Britain 


Bradford. 
Delegates to the number of 368 are 
attending the 68th annual conference 
of the Association of Hend Mistresses, 
which opened in Bradford recently. 


After the morning session the 
délegates were entertained by the 
Governors of the Girls’ Grammar 
School. were the conference is being 
held, nnd in the afternoon there was 
a service at the Cathedral at which 
the Bishop of Bradford, Wr. A. W. F, 
Blunt, gave ‘the address. In the 
cvening the Lord’ Mayor, «Alderman 
T. J. Robinson, gave a reception in 
the Cartwright Memorial Hail. 


In her presidential “address Miss 
E, M. Tanner, heud mistress of Roe- 
ean, said that never was training in 
the search of truth needed more than 
in these days of sloguns and head- 
lines. Yet she often wondered if the 
multiplication of subjects in the 
curriculum and of school activity. did 
not militate against the search for 
truth, 


"Is not more time. for thinking 
needed?” she sald. “Ought we not 
fo demand greater accuracy than we 
cun_under_present_conditions_ond _a 
higher standard in the choice of the 
exact word to express one's meaning? 
Does not the whole organisation of 
school Hfe at. present encourage 
approximation’ rather than exactness? 
Yet it is accurate perception that is 
always the basis of sound conclusion.” 


Challenge to Democracy 


Miss Tanner said there were cheer- 
ing signs that our statesmen realised 
that the principles’ of the League of 
Nations provided he only basis for 
peace, even though experience had 
shown that there must be modifica- 
tlons in the methods of its working. 
“We are often considered by other 
nations to be hypocrites, and are al- 
ways surprised that such a charge 
thould be brought against us,” she 
declared. “Are we muilty, not of in- 
tentional hypocrigy, but of com- 
placency und lack, of Imagination, 
and of o certain mental laziness 
which tends to encourage a policy 
of opportunism?” : 


Our " system of Parliamentary 
government had served our country 
extraordinarily well. Now, however, 
when democracy was being so brutal- 
ly challenged, It behoved us to try 
and‘ ste what might be some of the 
causes of thls challenge. 

“Should we consider that in ur 
own country democracy is proving a 
success from the social and economic 
point of view? Does the man who 
cannot find work enjoy personal 
freedom, even though he hns political 
freedom and the right to vote -in 
Parliamentary and municipal -elec- 
tlons? May the rise of the totalitarian 
States be due-in partyto poverty, and 
to encourrgment, in those democratic 
States where the capltalist system has 
tended to produce extremes of wealth, 
of an exaggerated sense of material 
valucs?” = ve tal 


In the totalitarian States individuals 
hod not freedom te think, speak, and 
believe as they wished. In the 
democracies many had not economtc 
freedom. Did not the fundamental 
error He in failure to remember the 
spiritual nature and vocation of men? 


The Spens Report 


The ‘opening session of the con- 
ference was largely taken up with a 
discussion on the Spens Report.. 


Miss M. Davies (Streatham County 
Secondary School) said that the Spens 
Committee discreetly avoided any 
recommendation that the publiie 
schools and the private schools of 
England should come into Une. “Over 
these they hesitated to assume con- 
trol, lest all that is behind the old 
school tie and the playing-flelds of 
Eton rise and annihilate them.” | 


There must be no segregation of 
the children of the wealthy or 
professional classes in schools reser- 
ved for them as such. If these were 
to become our future leaders it was 
more essential for them than for any 
others that they should be educated 
side by side with those whom they 
Were eventually to Iead.
